While we welcome all respectable projects fur 


4 the \improvement on a comprehensive scale of | 


our discreditable and wasteful railway terminal 
conditions, we have had too much experience with 
the tactics of delay, or the conditions, whatever 
they are, that are always postponing action. to, 
be enthusiastic without reservation. over the dis- 
patches from New York about the new south 
terminal plan. We have nothing to say of the 
plan as a plan. It may or it may not present 
the best noxsthis development, but it certainly pre 
sents one far better than the present situation, 
which is an undoubted check upon the progress 
and well-being of this city. 

But a plan is only a plan, and we have had plan 
after plan, investigations, conferences, negetia- 
tions, references to committees, reports, and until : 
we nee something tangible we are going to be able 
to restrain our civic ‘enthusiasm over any pro- 
posal or project, however magnificent. 

Meanwhile, we will aay that the Illinois Central's 
suggestions for the full development of its terminal 
in Heu of the new plan deserve considerable at- 
tention. The new plai-ts very fine, provided there 
is any hope of its being realized and not a means 
of quieting demands for results. Plans are often 
just that. But the Lilinois Central proposal is no 
dream. Mr. Markham arid his road are hot merely 
talking. They are acting, and the Illinois, Central 
électrification is going to be not a promise but a 
fulfillment within two years. That gives Mr. 
Markham’s proposals—any of his proposais—a pe- 
cullar and special weight, the solid weight of ane. 
of promises fulfilled. 

Furthermore, there is much to be-said for the 
advantages to the public of a consolidation of rail- 
Way service on the lake front. It is more con- 
venient to the main hotels and shopping district. 
It would save the travelers from the trip across 
the loop. The outgoing traveler could make use 
of the suburban servicé or a shuttle train service 
from Randolph to the main terminal at 12th street. 
The introduction of visitors to the city would bring 
the most favorable first impressions, Relief would 
come much sooner than under the new plan. 
These, and other considerations which experts 
would add, make Mr. Markham’ @ proposal worth 
feir and thorough consideration, both by the rail- 
roads concerned and by the city authorities. After 
all, the city’s interests are foremost, and no solu- 
tion should be permitted which is not the best 
from the viewpoint oft the city’s future.
